BIG SALARIES ON SMALL JOBS, 
Harrisburg. Ffeb. 20.—The Progossive 
Republicans and Democrats in the House 
have been scaring the life out of the Pen­ 
rose clique here on the Hill. 
Last Mon­ 
day night an investigation by a house 
committe of the State’s dual salary system, 
by which administration favorites are 
provided with much psy for little work, 
was ordered. The resolution, presented 
bv Frederick E. Geiser, of Northampton 
county, relates that there are employes 
holding more than one position whose 
duties are nominal aud whose combined 
salaries are greatly in excess of those due 
for service rendered and authorizes the 
naming of a committee of five by the 
speaker, two of them to be Democrats, to 
inquire into the facts and report in thirty 
days. 


Geiser read the list of about one dozen 
of those who, he 6aid, are reported as 
multiple jobholders, among whom are: 


Geo. D. Thorn, of Adams county, chief 
clerk in the office of secretary of the 
commonwealth, salaries {2500; secretary 
board of pardons, salary $1000, and, be* 
sides, receives perquisites for counting 
the state vote. 
Next on the list is John 
L. Kendlehart, also of Adams county, 
$1400 clerk to the secretary of common* 
wealth; filling a clerkship at $500 for the 
board of pardons and the fees of a notary 
public.

Confusing of Charts Lsads to 


Astounding Resuits. 


TO EXHUME AND IDENTIFY BODY 


The confusion of two tiny paste­ 
board charts at the Philadelphia Hos­ 
pital for Contagious Dise&sus, at Sec­ 
ond and Luzerne streets, Philadelphia, 
has developed astounding results in 
the burial of one child under the name 
of another, who, to her parents’ over­ 
whelming joy, has been restored to 
them as ono raised from the dead. 


The living child is three-year-old 
Mollie Engelman, dauglitor oí David 
and Mary Engelman, 629 West Mont­ 
gomery avenue, where all day long 
friends have collected in dazed sur­ 
prise to express congratulations which 
are all too weak to meet the remark­ 
able situation. 


In another home, that of Mr. and 
Mrs. Isadore Kaufman, 2944 Westmont 
street, there is naugut but desolating 
sorrow, for there has pierced to their 
hearts the terrible conviction that 
their daughter, Beatrice, whom they 
thought soon to have back in their 
household, lies under the earth in Mt. 
Carmel cemetery. 


rlho remarkable revelation which 
carried such overpowering joy to one 
home, such harrowing grief to anoth­ 
er, came when the Kaufmans refused 
to accept the child offered them as 
their daughter. Immediately there be­ 
gan an investigation which showed 
that t)ie little girl really was Mollle 
Engelman. 


Hope died hard with the Kaufmans, 
but it died at last. 
Mrs. Kaufman, 
racked by sobs, her eyes red and swol­ 
len, her face wet with tears, said that 
she was finally possessed of the dread 
certainty that the child burled as Mol­ 
lie Engelman was Beatrice Kaufman. 


4*Oh, the horror of it! the horror of 
it!” she cried. “I had looked for Bea 
trice home so soon. Oh, my God!” the 
woman flung herself moaning upon a 
couch. 


The identity of the child who died 
will be learned definitely, for the body 
will be disinterred. It will be taken to 
the hospital and there viewed by the 
parents. The hospital authorities, like 
the mother, are convinced, however, 
that the body will prove that o I Bea­ 
trice. 


Both Beatrice and Mollie, children 
of corresponding age, were taken to 
the hospital with scarlet fever. They 
were admitted within a day of each 
other, and because of the overcrowded 
condition of the ward they were put 
into the same bod. 


The investigation, so far as it has 
gone, shows that the charts for the 
children, bearing 
their 
names 
and 
their “histories,M were placed on a 
window sill near the bed. In the case 
of Beatrice, diphtheretic symptoms de­ 
veloped, so she was romeved to anoth­ 
er ward. 


Apparently, in removing the child, 
the nurse picked up the wrong chart, 
the one bearing the name Mollie En- 
geiman, and as Mollie Engelman was 
Beatrice known In her new surround­ 
ings; as 
Tngelman, it seems, 
she bodied, 
a. lie hospital placed the 
blame on the nurse. 
She has been 
discharged for inefficiency. 


Small charred bodies, almost un­ 
recognizable among the smouldering 
ruins, were ail the evidence of whal 
had been a lot of romping children. 
The family had expected to move to a 
nearby farm. 


The father and mother arrived mi 
their home while the fire was at it# 
height, and the mother was restrained 
with difficulty from dashing Into tfce 
flaming building in an effort to eave 
her children. 


The house was built on a hillside, 
and during the fire the children couM 
be seen huddled on their beds, but It 
is believed that life was extinct be* 
fore anyone reached the place. 


The two-year-old baby's body waa 
found clasped In the arms of the old­ 
est daughter, aged twelve, in the ruin* 
of the bed on which they had gone to 
sleep. 
" 


It is thought that the lire started in 
the kitchen «and that the dense smoke 
caused the deaths of the children be­ 
fore the fire reached them. 


Brutal Wife Murder. 


At “Turkey Run,“ on the outakirte 
of Shenandoah, Pa., Mrs. John Semon- 
owicz, thirty years old and mother o< 
three children, was beaten and then 
choked to death, it is alleged, by her 
husband. 


It is said that he afterward carried 
the body some distance and threw it 
into a mine breach. The almost nude 
body of the murdered woman was dis* 
covered in the breach by searching 
parties. 


The police, after a hasty investiga­ 
tion, placed the dead woman's hus­ 
band, John Semonowicx, under arreet» 
and he is in the lockup, charged witfc 
the murder. 


The 
only witnesses of the crime 
were the three sons of Semonowicg, 
aged respectively seven, four and twe 
years. 


Neighbors say that Semonowlcs was 
an overbearing, brutal husband, but 
that his wife was thrifty and made an 
excellent helpmate.

Railroads and Firemen to Arbitrate. 
There will be no firemen's strike 
on the fifty-four eastern railroads. 


The railroads yielded and agreed to 
arbitrate under the Erdman act the 
controversy with the Brotherhood ol 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen 
The firemen had stood to a man ior 
this method of arbitration ever since 
the deadlock began. The conference 
committee of railroad managers had 
stood firm for arbitration before a 
commission of six or seven men. 


The agreement to arbitrate 
was 
signed in New York immediately by 
both sides, through their proper offi* 
cers. 


The Brotherhood men selected their 
representative on the board of arbi­ 
trators so soon as the railroads' de­ 
cision was announced.

Capillary Electrometer Notts Kvtry 
Flutter of Bird's Tiny Organ— 
How It Worfcod,

A bird may hare thé frequency of 
its heart beats recorded by what is 
known to scientists as 
A 
capillary 
electrometer. It is a fact, though tho 
meaning Is not sufficiently understood, 
that the electrical changes 
acconv 
panying all muscular 
activity, 
and 
therefore that of the heart, produce 
in the case of hearts of mammals, 
birds and certain, if not all reptiles, 
two electric fields, one of which per­ 
vades the anterior and the other the 
posterior part of the body. 


In order to record tho rate at which 
the fields appear and disappear, as de- 
pcribed by Florence Buchanan, D. Se., 
in a lecture delivered to the Oxford 
University Junior Scientific club, a 
si*ot is selected in each, e. g., the 
mouth and one of the legs of the bird 
and a good conductor of electricity 
(such as wood or thread soaked in 
salt water) connected to these points. 


The ends of the conductors dip into 
two basins of salt water. 
Conductors 
from the two basins then lead to tho 
terminals of a capillary electrometer, 
a fine glass tube drawn out to a few 
thousands of a millimeter diameter 
and filled with mercury. 


The open end of the capillary tip 
dips into a diluted solution of sul­ 
phuric acid which enters as far as the 
mercury permits. As the mercury be­ 
comes alternately positive and nega­ 
tive to the solution, owing to tho 
changing fields set up by the heart 
beats, it moves toward or from tho 
solution, respectively. 


These little movements, 
up 
a*d 
down, of the mercury column, are 
then photographed on a moving slide 
traveling at a predetermined rate past 
the mercury column, and the little in­ 
ductions or waves shown on the de­ 
veloped plate constitute the exact rec­ 
ord of the number of heart beats In 
a given period.—Popular Electricity.

L IT HIM MOLD HIMSELF, It AD» 
VICE GIVEN BY WRITER* 


Putting It In Another Way, a Llttlo 
“Letting Alone” Is a Wise Course 
for Parents to Pursue—Mat- 
ter of Freedom. 


Let your children alone. 
Do not neglect them. There is a dif­ 
ference between a wise letting alone 
and a foolish neglect. 


There have been probably as many 
children spoiled by over-management 
a3 by negligence. 


Don’t forget that the prime right 
of a child is the right to his own 
personality. 
In fact, his chief busi­ 
ness in life is to develop properly the 
expression of that personality. 
I-Iow 
can he do this if he is continually 
hedged and thwarted by you? 


A child learns by three means—by 
experience, by example and by atmos­ 
phere. 


It is doubtful if didactic teaching 
and preaching ever did much good to 
anybody, child or grown-up. 
Only in­ 
spirational preaching is of any ac­ 
count. 


To let the child touch the stove and 
get hurt a little is far better than to 
say “You m ustn’t touch it!” 


Be chary of your commands. Every 
useless order is a burden th at inter­ 
feres with his growth and tends to 
alienate him from you. 


Let him run as free as you dare. 
One lesson he learns from his own 
experience is worth a dozen he gets 
from you. 


How many little lives are rendered 
utterly wretched by the loving but ir­ 
ritating tyranny of parents. 
The lit­ 
tle ones are crossed at every’ turn. 
The m other is continually scolding, 
the father breaking in at times with 
sharp prohibitions. 


The queer part of all this is that 
those parents think they are doing 
their high duty by the child. 
They 
propose to give their children some 
“bringing up” and not let them “run 
wild.” So they cramp, thwart, oppose 
the growing mind. 


Children are sharp. 
They soon ad­ 
just themselves to this, and get their 
parents’ measure. Then they turn to 
become one or two 
things—“good,” 
that is, shrewd little hypocrites, prigs 
and time-servers; 
or “bad,” that is, 
angrily insistent upon having a life 
of their own. 


Study the child, seek to bring out 
w hat is in 
him. Don’t 
study 
your ] 
catechism or ' system of 
education” j 
and try to make your child measure I 
up to that.

BIG SALARIES ON SMALL JOBS, 
Hnrrisborg. Fbb. 20.—The Progofisive 
Republicans and Democrats in the House 
have been Ecaruig the life out of the Pen- 
rose clique here on the Hill. 
Last Mon- 
day night an investigation by a house 
couimitte of the State's dual salary system, 
by which administration favorites are 
provided with much psy for little work, 
was ordered. 
The resolution, presented 
by Frederick E. Geiser, of Northampton 
county, relates that there are employes 
holding more than one position whose 
duties are nominal aud whose combined 
salaries are greatly in excess of those due 
for service rendered and authorizes the 
naming of a committee of five by the 
speaker, two of them to be Democrats, to 
inquire into the facts and report in thirty 
days. 


Geiser read the list of about one dozen 
of those who, he said, are reported as 
multiple jobholders, among whom are: 


Geo. D. Thorn, of Adams county, chief 
clerk in the office of secretary of the 
commonwealth, salaries $2500; secretary 
board of pardons, salary $1000, and, be- 
sides, receives perquisites lor counting 
the state vote. 
Next on the list is John 
L. Kendlehart, also of Adams county, 
$1400 clerk to the secretary of common- 
wealth; filling a clerkship at $500 for the 
board of pardons and the fees of a notary 
public. 


TEST OF COMPETENCY 


Testimony was heard by Judge Rons in 
proceedings to declare Samuel 0. Mil 
ler, a former lime manufacturer of Tho 
masville, 
Jackson 
township, a weak- 
minded person and to procure tt;e^ap 
pointment of a guardian to take charge 
of his property. 
Members of the Miller 
family are the petitioners against him. It 
was stated in the testimony that about 
eight years ago Miller sold his plant at 
Thooaasville for |65 000. 
He was paid in 
installments of $5»000 every six mo iths, 
and often that money was squandered be- 
fore the next came due. 
About a year 
after the sal« of the quarries, Miller was 
stricken with paralysis, which is said to 
have so weakened his mind and impaired 
bis business faculties that he has no prop* 
er conception of the value of money. 
Drinking and consorting with dessolate 
women'Hre also said t(»* be vices to which 
Miller has become addicted, 
Checks 
drawn by ^Miller on a bank were intro- 
duced in evidence which showed that 
since the summer of 1910 he had been 
drawing sums from $100 to $500 weekly, 
all of which it is said was squandered by 
him. 
Mr. Miller is the father of Mrs C. 
E. Jacobs and Mr. H. 0. Miller, grocers, 
of this place,

Snivly was selected as one of the 
men to ride with Sheridan from Win 
Chester to Cedar Creek run on October 17, 
1864, wh«n the cavelry commander made 
the celebrated dash to stop the retreat of 
bis army. 
Snively was close by the side 
of Sheridan in this famous ride of 22 
miles.

Tho confusion of two tiny paste- 
board charts at tho Philadelphia Hos- 
pital for Contagious Diseasus, at Sec- 
ond aud Luzerne streets, Philadelphia, 
has developed astounding results in 
the burial of one child under the name 
of another, who, to her parents' over- 
whelming joy, has been restored to 
them as one raised from tho dead. 


The living child is 
three-year-old 
Mollle Engelmau, daughter of David 
aud Mary Engelnian, 629 West Mont- 
gomery avenue, where all day long 
friends have collected in dazed sur- 
prise to express congratulations which 
are all too weak to meet the remark- 
able situation. 


In another home, that of Mr. and 
Mrs. Isadoro Kaufman, 2944 Wostmont 
street, there is naugut but desolating 
sorrow, for there has pierced to their 
heai'ts the 
terrible 
conviction 
that 
their daughter, Beatrice, whom they 
thought soon to have back in their 
household, lies under the earth in Mt 
Carmel cemetery. 


'X ho remarkable 
revelation 
which 
carried such overpowering joy to one 
home, such harrowing grief to anoth- 
er, came when the Kaufmans refused 
to accept the child offered them as 
their daughter. Immediately there be- 
gan an investigation 
which 
showed 
that tVe little girl really was Mollle 
Engelmau. 


Hope died hard with the Kaufmans, 
but it died at last. 
Mrs. Kaufman, 
racked by sobs, her eyes red and swol- 
len, her fate wet with tears, said that 
she was finally possessed of the dread 
certainty that the child burled as Mol- 
lie Engelman was Beatrice Kaufman. 


•'Oh, tho horror of it! the horror of 
it!" she cried. 
had looked for Bea 
trice home so soon. Oh, my God!" the 
woman flung herself moaning upon a 
couch. 


The identity of the child who died 
will be learned definitely, for the body 
will be disinterred. It will be lalten to 
the hospital and there viewed by the 
parents.

Both Beatrice and Mollle, children 
of corresponding age, were taken to 
the hospital with scarlet fever. They 
were admitted within a day of each 
other, and because of the overcrowded 
condition of the ward they were put 
into the same bod. 


The investigation, so far at It has 
gone, shows that the charts for the 
children, bearing 
their 
names 
and 
their "histories," were placed on a 
window sill near the bed. In the case 
of Beatrice, diphtheretic aymptoms de- 
veloped, so she was romeved to anoth- 
er ward. 


Apparently, in removing the child, 
the nurse picked up the wrong chart, 
the one bearing the name Mollle En- 
geiman, and as Mollle Engelman was 
Beatrice known in her new surround- 
ings; as 
rngelman, It seems, 
she^vdicu. 
^iie hospital placed the 
blame on the nurse. 
She has been 
discharged for inefflciency.

It is thought that the flre started in 
the kitchen -and that the dense smoke 
caused tho deaths of the children be- 
fore the flre reached them.

IN TURKISH CHOLERA CAMP

Newspaper

Telts of the Horrors He Witnessed 
at 
Hademkenl. 


The scenes of death and desolation 
and despair which are part and par- 
cel of the kingdom of the god of bat- 
tles seldom have been brought so viv- 
idly to tho minds of peaceful people 
as In the terrible realistic pictures of 
Turkish cholera camps and In the dis- 
patches of hardened war correspond- 
ents, whose 
souls sickened 
at 
the 
horrors they witnessed. 
There were 
several cholera camps, but the most 
dreadful examples of Irremediable suf- 
fering and wholesade deaths, under 
conditions that made death a welcome 
friend, were seen in the main camp 
at Hademkenl, a short distance behind 
the headquarters of Nazim Pasha, the 
Turkish commander-in-chief, on 
the 
Tchatalja lines. 


"The horrible scenes in the villages 
in the rear of the army pale altogeth- 
er Into insignificance when compared 
with th-) iiorros of Hademkenl," wrote 
a correspondent of the London Dally 
Telegraph, "where the remnants of 
tho army defeated at 
Lule 
Burges ( 
M'ere finally rallied. 
Three days ago 
I rode over tho hills from the place 
where I was egcaraped, intending to 
visit Hademkenl. 
I mounted the last 
slope which hid the valley In which 
it lies, and then I was brought to a 
standstill by the awful babel of sounds 
which arose from beneath me. 
I was 
gazing Into tho valley of the shadow 
of death. 
There is a station at Had- 
emkenl, and a train was In the sta- 
tion. 
It was black with the most 
wretched specimens of sick humanity 
seeking to escape 
from 
the 
dread 
specter. The large square in the cen- 
ter of Hademkenl resembled a suc- 
cessful fly-paper In midsummer. 
It 
was covered with the corpses of the 
dead and the writhing bodies of the 
living 
in all attitudes—some prone, 
some 
sitting, some kneeling, 
some 
constantly shifting, some with hands 
clasped in supplication. 
In 
some 
parts of the area the dead were piled 
in heaps; in others those still living 
were almost as closely packed.

victims 
from the camps and forts, and by

mouth and one of the legs of the bird 
and a good conductor of 
electricity 
(such as wood or thread soaked In 
salt water) connected to these points. 


The ends of the conductors dip Into 
two basins of salt water. 
Conductora 
from the two basins then lead to the 
terminals of a capillary electrometer, 
a fine glass tube drawn out to a few 
thousands of a millimeter 
diameter 
and filled with mercury. 


The open end of the capillary tip 
dips into a diluted solution of sul- 
phuric acid which enters as far as tho 
mercury permits. 
As the mercury be- 
comes alternately positive and nega- 
tive to the solution, owing to 
tho 
changing fields set up by the heart 
beats, it moves toward or from tho 
solution, respectively. 


These little movements, 
up 
a^<S 
down, of the mercury 
column, 
are 
then photographed on a moving slldo 
traveling at a predetermined rate past 
the mercury column, and the ilttle In- 
dulations or waves shown on the de- 
veloped plate constitute the exact rec- 
ord of the number of heart beats In 
a given period.—Popular Electricity.

The mother is continually 
scolding,
